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I have reviewed the data set. There are no issues with the data itself. Results are 
consistent, units appear correct, and there appears to be no anomalies in the data set. 
No dissolved metals exceeded recreational screening values originally developed by 
the UC.

The original START spreadsheet contained 2 rows of data on 
potassium for both dissolved and total (b/c Excel interpreted the 
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CAS# for some samples as a date rather than a CAS# number). I 
believe I have correctly incorporated all of the potassium data into a 
single row for each sample type, but have not yet been able to 
confirm this with START. However, potassium is not a metal of 
concern with regard to this incident so we have decided to send this 
out in the interests of timeliness. 


Please note that the columns representing the various sampling 
locations may be in a different order than previous tables you have 
seen and take this into account as you review or compare the data.
